The 2300 Zulu Net began sometime in late 1 
early 1988 by Charlie Colen N1ESW #60117, 
Gardner, Maine. He and several others 
meeting daily at 2300 GMT on 28.392 IF 
Sometime in 1990, propagation to the west beca 
very poor at that time of day and Charlie asked Jil? 
to take the net "for a while ’till things improved". 
From that day until mid November 1992, Jim ran the 
2300 Zulu net every day - seven days a week for 
the first 2 years, and 6 days a week beginning in 
December 1991. In November 1992 when conditions 
began to deteriorate even further, Jim reluctantly 
decided to put the net in a QRT status until 
conditions again improve. 


Over the period that Jim ran the net, he estimates 
that some 6,000 different stations checked into the 
net. This is based on his computer records of 
approximately 4,000 new checkins during the last 
two years of net operation alone.

That is when a friend of mind, George, ZBOAA, told 
me about a fellow who had been in his licensing 
Class a couple of months previously. He couldn't 
remember his name, but knew he lived out at the 
Europa Point Lighthouse and might be able to help 
us Out. We drove out to the lighthouse, and the rest, 
as they say, is history. 


That day | met Brian, ZBOZ, for the first time, and 
we became instant friends. Although confined to 
VHF for the time being, he has HF equipment | only 
dream of, just waiting for that license upgrade. When 
| explained what | wanted to do, he seemed just as 
enthusiastic as me and offered me use of his 
personal shack! | settled on a nearby abandoned 
building instead, not wanting to impose. We 
Surveyed the sight and came up with some very 
good mast mounting and anchoring ideas. All | can 
say is a big thank you to Brian for all his help. 


‘The next three weeks seemed to drag by, but | 
occupied my time with arranging minor details, such 
as modifying the contest program to accept the 
individual states as multipliers and updating it with 
the new DXCC countries. Finally, the day had 
arrived. The pickup was loaded with all | would need 
(and more!), and | felt | only had one more obstacle 
to overcome. Crossing "The Frontier’ between Spain 
and Gibraltar can bring strong men to their knees 
and | had visions of being turned away (or worse). 
A Spanish amateur friend of mine had given me 
some sage advice that | had acted on about dealing 
with the customs officers. He told me they were 
impressed with paperwork, and impress them | did! 
‘Being military, | can do paperwork with the best of 
them. An unknown observer would have sworn it 
was snowing in Southern Europe that morning! One 
look at my bulging file folders full of detailed 
equipment inventories (with serial numbers!), 
schematics, English and Spanish letters. of 
explanation, original invoices for the newer stuff, and 
numerous copies of my U.S., Spanish and Gibraltar 
licenses told them | meant business. | was through 
customs, both sides, in less than 10 minutes, 
without ever having to crack open a box! | smiled all 


the way the lighthouse. In the back of my mind, | 
was hoping it would be this easy on the way out! 


Since the contest started at 1:00 am local time on 
Saturday, | set up the antenna Friday afternoon and 
made a few "test" contacts stateside that day before 
propagation went away. | was using a HyGain 
Penetrator 5/8 wave vertical converted from 11 
meters. This was mounted to a 40 foot telescoping 
mast that was attached to an iron fence on an 
elevated area behind the shack. Everything checked 
out fine, so | hit the sack early to be ready for the 
next day. 


The wind had been picking up all that day, but | was 
confident the mast was secure. About midnight | 
awoke to this terrible rattling and banging in the 
shack and realized it was the wind, much more 
intense than earlier! As | watched the wind buckle 
the windows and cover everything with spray carried 
from the crashing waves, | realized that where the 
antenna was mounted, | couldn’t see it directly, but 
| did have a clear view of the two critical guy wires. 
With the Europa Point Lighthouse providing the 
needed illumination, everything appeared to be OK, 
so | went back to bed for what would end up being 
a night filled with very little sleep and a lot of 
worrying over every clunk and bang! 


| got up about 2 hours before daybreak on Saturday 
and looked at the guy wires for about the hundredth 
time. Still the same, | set about getting some 
breakfast, making coffee, and getting the computer 
and program up and running. | made a quick run 
through the band, but it was still too early. About a 
half a hour before sunrise, | was primed for battle 
and started searching the band for the first sign of 
an opening. 


The first QSO came just as the eastern sky began.

to get light. | was off and running! However, it wasn't 
long before | realized something was wrong. The 
pileups were not coming as | had expected, and 
sometimes many minutes would go by without 
anyone answering my CQ. | could clearly see the 
guy wires now, and although they were a little more 
slack than | had remembered leaving them, | didn’t 
think anything was terribly wrong. 


A little while and many quiet periods later, | decided 
to brave the wind/rain/salt spray and check 
everything out. The first thing | noticed was the 
coax, which | had carefully taped to the mast at 
regular intervals as | raised each telescoping 
section, was buckled in several locations. The mast 
had somehow slipped about 10 feet! No problem, | 
thought, even with the strong wind | can lower each 
section and then raise them back up to full 
extension. That is when | looked further up at the 
antenna, and knew | was in trouble. What once was 
a proud 20 feet plus of vertical sections was now a 
much shorter (and very weird looking) contraption 
that was probably resonant on a frequency closer to 
6 meters than 10. No wonder my tuner had been 
giving strange readings! | chalk it up to being so 
excited about the contest combined with 
inexperience. Anyway, | could tell the top two 
sections were gone, so | set about searching for 
them while running plans through my mind on how 
to fix this situation. | found the sections about 50 
yards downwind, and also came to the conclusion 
nothing could be done about fixing the antenna until 
things settled down a little. With the winds gusting to 
50 MPH, | didn’t have the equipment or manpower 
(| was alone) to completely drop the antenna without 
having the whole thing crash down on me. It was 
going to be a long frustrating day. 


| struggled through Saturday to make contacts. Only 
a couple of times did | reach outside Europe, and 
ended the first day with just under 200 QSO’s. My 
dream of finishing up near the top in Europe was 
quickly being replaced by the hope of a score that 
didn’t embarrass me too bad. The only bright spot 
' was the forecast for calmer weather the next day. | 
was completely disgusted and frustrated by 
sundown, and | went to bed soon after. 


When the alarm went off at 5:00 am the next 
morning, | realized | had slept straight through the 
night. One look outside confirmed that the weather 
had indeed subsided, down to a very manageable 
(for the Straits of Gibraltar) 20 MPH wind. | got 
dressed, gathered the tools | would need, and 
waited for enough light to get to work. The antenna 
came down easy, was repaired, and back up in all 
its glory within one hour, thanks to an assist from 


Brian who had gotten up early on his day off to help. 
Even before all the guy wires were secured, he 
yelled at me to get back into the shack and get 
going while he finished up. The band was wide 
open by the time | got back on the air, and the 
pileups started as soon as | hit the mike. Now this 
was more like it! 


The 180 degree difference between Saturday and 
Sunday reminds me of a slightly modified version of 
the first line of a very famous novel, “/t was the 
worst of times, it was the best of times." Even 
though propagation was down from the previous two 
days, | put 800 QSO’s in the books. Finally, the 
success | had been expecting! By the end of the day 
my voice was hoarse, but | was ear to ear grin. The 
only damper to a perfect day was the demise of my 
"old faithful" FT-757GX while trying to get that one 
more multiplier very late. On the bright side, it gave 
me a good excuse to stop drooling and actually buy 
the FT-990 | had been wanting, much to the chagrin 
of my YL! 


Clearing customs on the way out was just as easy, 
and soon | was back home to begin the more 
mundane chores such as cleaning the salt spray off 
everything and relubricating. The first QSL card 
arrived just 2 days later. Guess | better get them 
ordered first! Anyway, | learned volumes and look 
forward to my next trip which will be the 10-10 
Winter Phone Contest in February. | get to throw 
away the portable callsign and break in the new call. 
Look out Jody! 


Editors Note: We received Greg’s story too late for 
the last issue. When he refers to the February 
Phone Contest, it has of course been completed by 
the time this issue of the NEWS reaches you. We 


will try to reach Greg and have a follow up story 
about his experiences in the 10-10 February Phone 
Contest in the next issue.

A Busy First Quarter... 


Records Manager Lee Pasewalk, WB6MGM #213, 
reports that the first quarter of 1993 has produced a 
lot of work for our eleven Area Managers plus 
himself.

2350 data base 
records were revised during the first quarter, 
including 403 change of calls, 158 change of 
address, etc.

DX came in with the fewest new members, 34. 


Again it is this group of eleven Area Managers and 
our Records Manager that keep all of the records in 
order. And our Treasurer, Gerry Gross, WA6POZ, 
has to put all the checks from new members and 
dues renewals into the bank so we can pay our bills. 
No small job when you consider, at a minimum, 
Gerry had 1680 checks. 716 from new members, 
943 from dues renewals and 21 new Life Members. 


10-10 Continues to Grow! 


Our hard working volunteer Area Managers had a 
busy 1992, processing a grand total of 7836 
additions and/or changes to the 10-10 membership 
data base. 


A total of 2248 new members joined 10-10 in 1992. 
Area 4 lead with 380 new members. Area 6 was 
second with 228, Area 5 and Dx tied for third with 
213 each. There were a total of 384 known 
members listed as Silent Keys in 1992. 


The total of 7836 changes to the 10-10 membership 
data base included, in addition to new members and 
SK’s, dues renewals, call changes, change of 
address, family members, life members and name 
corrections.

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An Open Letter..... 


Dear Fellow 10-10’ers: 


Another QSO Party has come and gone, and 
conditions were still good enough to have a lot of 
fun, and work friends around the world. 


As a subscriber to the National Contest Journal, | 
would like to enlighten those who don’t to a debate 
that has circulated for some time in the contest 
world. That is the question of ethics. 


Some have argued that at various time in the history 
of contesting, methods and aids which today are 
commonplace and accepted were once considered 
questionable from an ethical point of view. 


Such equipment as electronic keyers, memory 
keyers, and computers are numbered among those 
devices. 


| am sure that most of us are not prepared to give 
up what is now commonplace equipment for the 
sake of uniformity with contests of thirty years ago. 


Practices is another question, however. CT (K1EA’s 
contest logging software), along with its SuperCheck 
Partial data base, and 1010 (K4HAV’s 10-10 logger) 
with its QSO Party data base pose a significant 
ethical question when it comes to logging QSOQ’s. 


A practice | heard more than once in the last QSO 
Party was when | answered someone calling CQ, 
and they replied, obviously using a database, "Hello, 
Rod, | have your information, my name is ....., etc." 


There are at least two problems that | think of right 
away, As far as | am concerned, when [10-10 
Contest] Rule 2 says "Exchange Callsign.....etc.", 
that means | give it to you, and you give it to me. If 
| didn’t actually give my information during the 
course of that contact, | don’t feel there was an 
exchange. 


The other point is that there is some information in 
the QSO Party database that is wrong. The subject 
of busted calls is another debate raging in the 
contest world, and regardless of where one stands 
on the various issues adjoining it, the fact remains 
that none of us is perfect. We all bust exchanges. 
The data base is made up of QSO Party participant 
logs. They are not debugged or cross checked; at 
least not thoroughly. 


This is not an attack on K4HAV. Jim has written a 
wonderful program, and has filled a niche in contest 
software for the 10-10 crowd. His program is very 
useful, and makes scoring a contest lots easier, both 


at the entrant level and the scorer level. | frequently 
use it to check 10-10 numbers for dormant 
members. And Jim deserves the support of 10-10 
members wishing to computer log the QSO Parties. 


However, having a powerful tool is not a license to 
misuse its capabilities. Crosschecking the accuracy 
of your copy of the exchange with the data base is 
a legitimate use. Substituting the data base’s 
information for an actual exchange is not.

....An Open Reply 


Dear Rodney: 


The points you make very eloquently in your letter 
are well taken and very much correct. 


This is not a controversial subject at all. Actually, the 
rules are quite clear. "An exchange must take 
place". Unquestionably, both parties to the QSO 
must give their information for the record for each 
contest in order to make the QSO a legal contact. 
Merely knowing the other party’s information does 
not constitute an exchange. 


Regardless of the method of the foreknowledge of 
another station’s information, whether by data base, 
previous contact, or familiarity, a new exchange, 
must take-place for each contest. 


We just have to remember that we have these 
contests both for fun and to provide activity on the 
band. Activity means time spent in a QSO. 
Obviously, any method used to lessen the time 
spent in QSO is contrary to this idea and hence 
undesirable. 


Having said this, | must also confess that there is no 
way to enforce this exchange requirement if 
individuals choose to circumvent the rules. | do 
believe however, that the vast majority of the 
contestors respect the rules and conduct full 
exchanges. Like so many other parts of our hobby, 
we must rely on the honor of the stations involved.

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Paper Chasing

hard working CM’s 
(Certificate Managers) 
throughout ‘the world 
of 10-10. These 
unsung heros get the 
brunt of complaints 
when someone does 
not receive their upgrade on time. We must 
remember that, in fact, maybe their letter never 
made it to the CM. | know of one such case where 
an upgrade letter never reached the CM and the CM 
received a post card with a sarcastic comment. 
Please consider that our postal service is not all that 
dependable and some mail does go astray. After a 
few weeks wait you might send a copy of your 
upgrade submission and indicate that is a repeat 
submission. But, do not use comments that might be 
taken the wrong way. 


By the same token it would be proper for the CM’s 
to process all upgrade applications in a timely 
manner. If a CM finds him/herself buried in mail, 
he/she should call upon local members to help out. 
Lets keep. paper chasing fun to do and not let it 
cause hard feelings. 


Exchanging lists seems to be increasing in paper 
chasing. This is brought on by the fact that most 
Stations have amassed such a large amount of 
memberships in 10-10 Chapters that to exchange all 
numbers over the air would take a great amount of 
time. Normally most stations exchange some of the 
more popular chapters and/or recent upgrades on 
the air and then exchange lists. But, ONLY 
exchange a list AFTER a contact. 


Here is an example of a list item: 


BATTLE ROAD......27 (748) 
HK - 12 ) 
Three Riders - 5 
Dayton 92-5 


This entry indicates that #27 is the basic certificate 
number for the Battle Road Chapter and is currently 
worth 748 points to each station worked. This is 
added to your list of stations worked for your 
upgrade list of points that you would submit to the 
CM of Battle Road. Of course you must have 
obtained the basic certificate from the Battle Road 
Chapter. Requirements for 10-10 Chapter Awards 
can be obtained in the 10-10 Certificate Guide 


edited by Dave, KASOVO #37297. (Dave’s address 
can be found on page 31 of this issue of the 
NEWS.) Now looking again at the sample entry 
above the HK# indicates that this station has passed 
the score of 500 points. Not all chapters issue a 
HK#. Some K numbers are collectable and some are 
not. The "Three Riders" is an upgrade award in this 
chapter. The Dayton # is awarded by the chapter for 
attendance at a meet at the Dayton Hamvention for 
the year of 1992. Be sure to keep any information 
sheets received when you obtain "Basic" certificates 
from each chapter. These "Info-sheets" will explain 
each chapters upgrade program. 


Be sure to indicate; previous points, new points and 
total points on your upgrade lists. Always add-up 
your items so as to ease the workload on the CM. If 
you do not have computer or typewriter, please print 
your upgrades clearly. Most important is the 
Suggestion for you to make file copies of the 
upgrade before sending it in and then indicate to the 
CM that return is not needed. In this way postage 
can be kept at a minimum. If you insist that the CM 
retum your list be sure to add sufficient postage on 
your SASE. Remember a large computer print-out 
might get through for 29 cents, but when the CM 
retums the upgrade with his necessary added 
paperwork it could jump the weight to another ounce 
and will require the CM to add an extra 23 cents in 
postage! . 


If you receive a list from a station that your have not 
yet worked, do not use it until after you have made 
a contact with that station. | sometimes receive lists 
along with upgrades to my chapter (Colorado 
Centennial) from station that | have never worked. 
Paper chasing is built on the HONOR SYSTEM, 
please keep it that way. 


By the way | forgot to mention earlier in this column 
that if you are issued any upgrade seals that are 
collectable, be sure to list them on your list. 


Remember that your input to this column is welcome 
and invited. If you have any questions relating to 
paper chasing please feel free to write and | will try 
to answer your letters in the column.

| recently was asked the question "What do | get for 
my $7.00 dues in 10-10?" While answering the letter 
| thought it would be very worthwhile to summarize 
and have the response published in NEWS. The 
costs can only be stated as approximate, as they 
depend on when a member joins, for how long, Life, 
family, etc. This response is directed to the member 
who joins and remains a member for only one year. 


A new member pays the same as a renewal but 
receives several items that are not sent when dues 
are renewed. This material and the extra postage to 
mail it, cost $1.22. Since | stated that this is a new 
member who doesn’t renew, they will receive 5 
issues of the NEWS, (with the data base system we 
are currently using, everyone gets one issue past 
his/her membership expiration date) the cost of the 
NEWS, postage for the NEWS, Data Processing, 
Mailing Services, expenses to communicate 
between the Records Mangers, NEWS Editor, 
Treasurer, etc., is $ .90 per issue, or $4.50 for the 
five issues of the NEWS. An additional $ .14 goes to 
FAR for the 10-10 Scholarships and $ .75 for 
administrative expenses not directly related to 
membership. The remaining $ .37 goes for contest, 
bars, conventions, elections, etc. 


Remember, | said that these costs are approximate. 
Yearly renewals, multi-year renewals, family, life and 
seniors, as well as what and how often an individual
